MONEY BY POSTAL NOTE. 

FOR SMALL SUMS.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The issu- 
ance of “postal. notes” is one of the 
interesting provisions in the postal re- 
vision bill being considered by a sub-

about by British rule. Engiand is 
charged with spending on her army 
and strategic railways the people's 
own money, needed and demanded by 
them for education. The government 
actually spends on education not more 
than 3 cents per year per head. Only 
one male in nine and one female in 
every 144 can read or write, and this 
after 150 years of British supremacy. 
“Had the government spent on ir- 
ration one-half the money spent on 
railways which the country did not 
need or a quarter part of what has 
been squandered in military expendi- 
ture, famine might have today a 
thing unknown in India.“ |

“Our work among the fishermen on 
the coast of Labrador, calling them to 
follow Jesus Christ, is but an echo of 
that call on the shores of Galilee,’ 
said he. These fishermen are my 
companions; I have been with men 
of the sea since birth, lived with them, 
fished with them, been on a lee shore 
with them, and many times have faced 
death in the water with them. 

“They are good men, with an educa-. 
tion all of their own. Perhaps they 
might seem crude, rough men to you, 
but when you are on a lee shore with 
a broken propellor you want a man 
that can fix it, not a man who knows 
when the Romans landed on the Isles 
of Britain. They are gt who will 
share their clothes with ranger 
when caught in a tight er, and 
only those who have fished off Labra- 
dor know what that sacrifice means. 

They are people who take their pun- 
ishment without squealing. I picked 


last year. He had lost all that he had 
saved during sixty years of fishing. 
He was an old man, and had no hope 
of regaining ‘his .wealth, but he was 
much more interested in the saving 
of other sailors than his own welfare. 
On that trip we picked up forty-three 
men from wrecked fishing boats, and 
saved PA se boats, but we could not 
do any more. 

“Up in Labrador we are somewhat 
behind the times, and that is the rea- 
son that we do not fly off at a tangent 
over so-called modern learning. I am 
a surgeon,-and our fishermen have 
ea 
set in plaster, and not prayed over. 
We have not had a suicide on the 
coast in the past twenty years. 

In the latter part of the last century 
there was a traveling surrogate court 
for Labrador, but they did 32 
but filch, so the King abolished it I 
am the sole magistrate now, and we 
have used the jail, ‘first for a club- 
house, and now for an annex to the

“But the problem we have to solve, 
there is to call these fishermen to 
Jesus Christ. At the principal port, the 
eniy welcome given to the 80,900 fisher- 
men who call there at the end of every 
voyage comes from fifty-seven saloons.
